Spraying walls dean 


Owners subject to graffiti fines to get help from city

Graffiti scrawled on 
Edmonton's walls is about 
to be wiped clean, and 
business owners are foot¬ 
ing the bill with a little 
help from the city. 

Gratuitous tags are a 
property owner’s problem, 
and under the Capital City 
Clean Up program, it’s sub¬ 
ject to a $250 fine if it’s not 
erased. 

“We’re looking at it as a 
shared responsibility,” said 
program manager Sharon 
Chapman. 

Owners who agree to 


keep their property graffi¬ 
ti-free for one year can ap¬ 
ply for a city grant of $500 
to cushion costs of re¬ 
moval. The city has set 
aside $90,000 for the proj¬ 
ect. The second draft of an 
intricate skull bordered by 
roses marks Atomic Zom¬ 
bie’s south wall on 124 
Street. Though the tattoo 
shop was given the go- 
ahead for the mural art 
piece, an ill-informed do- 
gooder splattered white 
paint on it in the night, 
staff said. 

“The whole point was to 
show that graffiti can be 
well-placed art,” said assis¬ 
tant manager Alissa 


Thompson. 

“I guess it was someone 
offended by it, though we 
tried to pick something 
that would be kosher for 
everybody.” 

Sanctioned space for 
street artists to scrawl is 
limited in Edmonton. 
Chapman said officials re¬ 
alize there is a great dis¬ 
tinction between street art 
and vandalism, and the 
city is working with the 
Edmonton Arts Council to 
find more space for graf 
artists to paint freely. 

Under the city’s graffiti 
bylaw, the person responsi¬ 
ble for the white-out at 
Atomic Zombie could, 


ironically, be charged with 
vandalism, Chapman said, 
adding wall art will be 
green-lighted if it’s not of¬ 
fensive or gratuitous. 

“We can understand that 
people don’t want the city 
to look junlced-up, but that 
clearly isn’t the point of 
our mural,” Thompson 
said. 

Nine tickets were issued 
to property owners for un¬ 
sanctioned graffiti in 2008, 
resulting from 825 com¬ 
plaints.

The wide eyes of a mixed- 
breed puppy gaze out 
from wanted posters 
blanketing the inner-city 
— a desperate attempt by 
her frantic owner to 
locate her after she was 
snatched from the yard of 
his Mill Creek home last 
week. 

“At first, I thought she 
just got out, but my yard 
is extremely dog-proofed,” 
Ryan Hanly said yesterday. 

“Then I found out some¬ 
one who was lurking 
around my yard that day 
was seen walking her.” 

Bug, a seven-month-old 
Boston terrier-pug cross is 
unique not only by her 
tiger-striped brindle coat, 
but because of her med¬ 


ical needs. The puppy has 
a severe bladder condition 
and could become serious¬ 
ly ill without medication. 


Hanly and his family 
have been scouring the 
city since the pup disap¬ 
peared last week. He said 


he’s discovered dog- 
snatching to turn a profit 
is not uncommon. 

“It’s not unique, unfor¬ 


tunately,” said EPS Const. 
Katie Raynont. 

“A lot of the people per¬ 
petrating these thefts are 
s guys ... looking for any 
| way to make a quick buck, 
3 whether it’s a purebred 
| dog they think they can 
° sell.” 

In addition to offering a 
reward for her safe re¬ 
turn, he hopes frequent 
searches of Internet and 
print classified ads will 
lead him to his missing 
pet. 

“I love my dog. It’s real¬ 
ly a terrible injustice that 
somebody would come in¬ 
to my yard and steal her 
— it’s ruined my sense of 
community,” Hanly said. 

“There’s a lot of anger 
that goes with it. My best 
method of directing it is 
in persistence to getting 
her back.”

oxfam After biking for five 
weeks straight from Ed¬ 
monton to Halifax and 
sleeping each night in a 
tent, Greg Plester was re¬ 
lieved to know he would 
have a roof over his head 
when he went to bed last 
night. 

“I just want to sit down 
and sleep for a week,” 
Plester said yesterday in 
front of Halifax city hall. “I 
can smell a cheeseburger 


somewhere calling my 
name.” 

Five thousand kilometres 
and eight provinces later, 
Plester rode into Halifax 
around noontime to com¬ 
plete the last leg of his trip 
that saw him raise money 
for Oxfam, a non-govem- 
ment organization that fo¬ 
cuses on development for 
impoverished nations. 

Plester left his hometown 
of Edmonton on May 4 after 
gathering pledges personal¬ 
ly and through his Face- 
book group. 

He said he paid for every¬ 
thing involved with the 
trip, and the $5,000 he 
raised was all going to Ox¬ 


fam. 

Plester decided he want¬ 
ed to raise money for Ox¬ 
fam after a tour of duty in 
Afghanistan with the Loyal 
Edmonton Regiment. 

He said he saw the proj¬ 
ects Oxfam was doing in 
that country to make life 
better for the Afghanistan 
people and wanted to help. 

“I experienced poverty on 
an unbelievable level,” he 
said recalling his tour that 
ended last September. “This 
is something I was going to 
make a commitment to.” 

During his trip, Plester 
said he had to eat roughly 
8,000 calories a day to keep 
his body going.

Officials named the dead man as 20-year- 
old Private Alexandre Peloquin, left. Canada has about 2,700 soldiers based in the 
southern city of Kandahar on a mission that is due to end in 2011. Reuters 


Recovery may be 
in sight: Flaherty 

Finance minister points to 'positive signs' in markets 


Global economic recovery 
may be on its way, and cer¬ 
tainly in Canada people 
are loosening their purse 
strings again, Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty said 
yesterday. 

He also said the federal 
government’s budget 
deficit now looks to be 
“slightly more” than $50 
billion this fiscal year, but 
most of it is one-time 
spending, such as stimulus 
initiatives and aid for the 
automotive industry, and 
not a structural shortfall. 

Flaherty’s remarks on an 
economic recovery echoed 
those of others who are 
seeing “green shoots,” and 
he spoke of improvements 
in financial markets. 


Housing starts up 

• As an indication of hous¬ 
ing demand, Canada Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corp said 
yesterday that housing 
starts had risen 9.2 per cent 
in May to a seasonally ad¬ 
justed annual rate of 
128,400 units, and should 
grow this year and in 2010. 

“The global recession be¬ 
gan in financial markets. 
These positive signs in fi¬ 
nancial markets give us 
cause for cautious opti¬ 
mism that a global eco¬ 
nomic recovery may not be 
far behind,” he told re¬ 
porters. 

In Canada, Flaherty said 


he saw increases in de¬ 
mand for new housing. “I 
think people are respond¬ 
ing to the fact that mort¬ 
gage rates are low,” he 
said, noting that rates are 
at their lowest level since 
the Second World War. 

“What I see in the Cana¬ 
dian economy is some indi¬ 
cations of stabilization and 
some positive indications 
about people being willing 
to spend again,” Flaherty 
said. “I know, just in terms 
of personal household in¬ 
frastructure, we have had a 
huge response to the home 
renovation tax credit. We 
know that it’s out there 
working in the economy 
and that people are spend¬ 
ing the money.” reuters

tens of millions of dollars

CITIES Toronto's one and only 
application for funding under 
the federal government's $4 
billion infrastructure stimulus 
fund is in jeopardy after federal 
Transport Minister John Baird 
gave a harsh criticism on the 
city's failure to meet the tech¬ 
nical criteria.

stock of precious metals is 
worth tens of millions of 
dollars. 

While officials at the Roy¬ 
al Canadian Mint have not 
publicly released a value, 
insiders have confirmed 
that auditors are trying to 
track precious metals, be¬ 
lieved to be gold, worth 
millions and in the “dou¬ 
ble-digits.” 

An external audit, 
launched in early March, is 
trying to reconcile the 
mint’s records with the 
physical stocks of gold, sil¬ 
ver, platinum and palladi¬ 
um, the four precious met¬ 


als used by the Crown cor¬ 
poration in its production 
of coins and collector sets. 

Mint officials remain con¬ 
fident that bookkeeping er¬ 
rors are to blame. But they 
haven’t ruled out theft and 
some at the institution now 
believe a police probe is in¬ 
evitable if the review is un¬ 
able to provide good an¬ 
swers. 

Given the high value of 
the missing metals, NDP 
MP Thomas Mulcair said 
yesterday that mint staff 
should be calling on police 
to immediately launch a 
criminal investigation.

Isotope crisis 'sexy/ says Tory MP 


recording Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister Lisa Raitt 
calls the medical isotope 
crisis “sexy,” looks forward 
to getting credit for fixing 
it, and expresses doubts 
about the skill of Health 
Minister Leona Agluklcaq 
in a recording made public 
by a Halifax newspaper. 

Raitt made the com¬ 
ments to her then-aide, Jas¬ 
mine MacDonnell, who ap¬ 
pears to have inadvertently 
recorded the conversation, 
the Halifax Chronicle-Her¬ 
ald reported. 


In the recording, Raitt 
and MacDonnell discuss 
their unsuccessful efforts 
to get Agluklcaq to con¬ 
tribute a quote to a news 
release on the isotope cri¬ 
sis. 

“You know what? Good. 
Because when we win on 
this, we get all the credit. 
I’m ready to roll the dice 
on this,” Raitt says in a 
recording. 

The recording was made 
not long after a heavy wa¬ 
ter leak at the Chalk River 
nuclear reactor, the news¬ 


paper reported. In another 
excerpt, MacDonnell says 
the isotope issue is hard to 
control, “because it’s con¬ 
fusing to a lot of people.” 

“But it’s sexy,” says Raitt. 
“Radioactive leaks. Can¬ 
cer.” 

“Nuclear contamina¬ 
tion,” says Ms. MacDon¬ 
nell. 

“But it’s only about mon¬ 
ey,” says Ms. Raitt. 

The Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice nevertheless reiterated 
its confidence in Raitt last

Gabon's president Omar Bongo, Africa’s longest-serving leader, died yes¬ 
terday in a Spanish clinic, the Gabonese prime minister said. The death 
of Bongo, pictured at left with his wife, comes after more than four 
decades in power and leaves a political void in the oil-producing country 
which he tightly controlled. The 73 -year-old checked into the clinic in 
Barcelona in May, officially to rest after the death of his wife. Reuters 


Baghdad bomb 
kills seven 

IRAQ A bomb attached to a 
minibus killed seven peo¬ 
ple and wounded 24 
others at a bus terminal in 
southern Baghdad yester¬ 
day, police said. Violence 
has fallen sharply in Iraq 
over the past year, and the 
number of civilians killed 
in May was the lowest 
monthly toll since the 
U.S.-led invasion in 2003. 
But Iraqi and U.S. forces 
have yet to stamp out a 
stubborn insurgency.

Families ask for reporters’ release 


Relatives of two U.S. jour¬ 
nalists sentenced to 12 
years hard labour in North 
Korea called on the reclu¬ 
sive state to show compas¬ 
sion, while U.S. president 
Barack Obama’s 
spokesman said the two 
were innocent and should 
be freed. 

Yesterday’s harsh sen¬ 
tence by one of the North’s 
top courts deepened the 
chill between Washington 
and comes as global powers 
are looking to punish desti¬ 


tute Pyongyang for a nu¬ 
clear test in May that put it 
closer to having a working 
atomic bomb. Analysts said 
Pyongyang is using the jour¬ 
nalists as bargaining chips 
to gain the upper hand with 
Washington. 

“We believe that the three 
months they have already 
spent under arrest with lit¬ 
tle communication with 
their families is long 
enough,” the families for 
Laura Ling and Euna Lee, of 
media outlet Current TV,

said on a statement yester¬ 
day. The two were arrested 
in March near the border be¬ 
tween North Korea and Chi¬ 
na while working on a story 
for the company, co-found¬ 


ed by former U.S. vice-presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore. The North 
convicted them of “grave 
crimes,” saying they illegally 
entered the country. 

“We ask the government 
of North Korea to show 
compassion and grant Laura 
and Euna clemency and al¬ 
low them to return home to 
their families,” they said. 

North Korea maintains a 
network of prisons where 
brutality is the norm, hu¬ 
man rights groups and de¬ 
fectors have said. reuters

Whether it’s now or later, 
it’s a good bet Harper will 
lead his troops into a fourth 
campaign. That prospect 
would have been unlikely 
had the economic plunge 
been as deep as originally 
expected. The new tidings 


mean Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty, he of the bone¬ 
headed economic updates 
and wonky deficit forecasts, 
will likely stay in place as 
well. 

Many were hoping the PM 
would turn to the steady Jim 
Prentice to take over finance. 
It would have positioned 
him as the Harper heir ap¬ 
parent. But Flaherty is safe 
and Prentice will be left 
holding the bag in the envi¬ 
ronment portfolio where the 
government’s foot-dragging 
on a carbon emissions 
regime has become embar¬ 
rassing. 

For the prime minister to 
move Flaherty now would be 
an admission of failed eco¬ 
nomic management. That’s 
the case the Liberals have 
been trying to make. It will 
become harder as time 
moves on.

Time to boost Canadian literacy rates 



It’s hard to talk about the 
skills shortage at a time 
when people are losing 
their jobs. But the evidence 
is clear, in spite of the eco¬ 
nomic downturn, that the 
combination of our aging 
population and reduced 
fertility rates means Cana¬ 
da is facing an acute skills 
shortages. 

Investing in education, 
at all levels, remains fun¬ 
damental to our future 
economic prosperity. At¬ 
tention has been focused 
on the fact that Canada 
ranks lower than other 
countries at the highest 
levels of skills attainment, 
producing fewer PhDs and 
graduates in sciences, busi¬ 
ness and engineering. 
However, the strongest de¬ 
terminant of our prosperi¬ 


ty as a nation is rates of lit¬ 
eracy. 

Just more than a year 
ago, a report, Literacy Mat¬ 
ters, by TD Financial 
Group estimated the Cana¬ 
dian economy could enjoy 
a $32-billion boost if litera¬ 
cy rates were improved by 
only one per cent. 

Statistics Canada reports 
that more than seven mil¬ 
lion Canadian adults can 
barely read and compre¬ 
hend simple 
printed ma¬ 
terials, and 
more than 
25 per cent 
of Canadian 
high school 
graduates 
lack the liter¬ 
acy skills 
needed for 
entry level 
jobs. 

High 
school 

dropouts or 
graduates 


with minimal skills — im¬ 
migrants, particularly 
women; people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities; aboriginal 
people; and francophones 
— have lower than average 
rates. Many develop coping 
skills to mask their inabili¬ 
ty to read. 

Often, illiteracy creates a 
vicious cycle of poverty 
and underachievement. 
Parents who cannot read 
to their children cannot 
help them with their 
homework or as easily in¬ 
spire them to achieve. If 
you are not literate enough 
to use simple manuals, 
you probably can’t 
use the Internet 
and you most 
certainly are 
not going to 
be part of the 
“new” econo¬ 
my. Illiteracy 
also carries 
significant so¬ 
cial costs and 
is associated 


with poorer health and 
higher rates of crime. 

The costs of investing in 
education are dwarfed by 
the costs of illiteracy. 

Like my university col¬ 
leagues, I want invest¬ 
ments in research and in 
graduate programs. But we 
must lay a solid foundation 
in addressing basic skills 
for all Canadians. It is not 
simply a matter of develop¬ 
ing the “pipeline” to high¬ 
er education or of equality 
and social justice, it is 
founded on a solid busi¬ 
ness case and our prosperi¬ 
ty depends on it. 

As Literacy Matters; A 
Call For Action notes; “It is 
hard to identify any other 
single issue that can have 
such a large payoff to indi¬ 
viduals, the economy and 
society than literacy.”

After a seven-year stint as 
head coach of the Toronto 
Maple Leafs, Pat Quinn 
thought about retirement. 

“I wasn’t that anxious 
about getting back in,” said 
Quinn of his mindset after 
being fired by the Leafs fol¬ 
lowing a disappointing 
2006 season when Toronto 
missed the playoffs. 

Quinn, who averaged 43 
wins a season during his 
Toronto tenure, took some 
time to assess his future 
and found himself itching 
to get behind the bench 
less than a year after being 
let go. 

“By Februaiy I figured, 
geez, I miss this,” said 
Quinn, who was recently 
hired as head coach of the 
Edmonton Oilers. “I wasn’t 
ready for retirement. I start¬ 
ed to let it be known that if 
anybody might be interest¬ 


ed in a good coach that I’d 
be willing to talk to them.” 

Quinn went on to coach 
Canada to gold medals at 
the 2008 World Under-18 
Hockey Championships in 


Kazan, Russia and the 2009 
World Junior Hockey 
Championships in Ottawa. 

“He’s one of those coach¬ 
es that just sort of stands 
out,” said L.A. Kings 


prospect Thomas Hickey, 
Team Canada’s captain in 
Ottawa. “He’s a veiy high 
pedigree and he’s very well 
respected so it was neat to 
be one of his players.” 

With assistance from as¬ 
sociate coach Tom Renney, 
Quinn is now looking for¬ 
ward to getting the most 
out of Edmonton’s young 
talent. 

“We’re going to spend 
our next two months, three 
months deciding on a sys¬ 
tem of play that can help 
our guys be the best they 
can be,” said the 66-year-old 
veteran bench boss, who 
won the Jack Adams Award 
as the NHL’s top coach in 
both 1980 with the 
Philadelphia Flyers and in 
1992 with the Vancouver 
Canucks. “We’ll find that. 
We’ll work together and 
we’ll see what we can do 
and we’ll give them the 
best we can to have some 
good results at the end of 
the day.”

Bankruptcy battle taking a toll 


hockey It has become hock¬ 
ey’s Desert Storm: Bettman 
vs. Balsillie. Phoenix vs. 
Hamilton. Americans vs. 
Canadians. Non-traditional 
hockey market vs. heritage. 

Today’s bankruptcy hear¬ 
ing on the potential sale 
and relocation of the Coy¬ 
otes kick-starts a process 
that could change the land¬ 
scape of the NHL, reverber¬ 
ate through other major 
sports leagues and ulti¬ 
mately set a legal anti¬ 
trust precedent that 
might only be set¬ 
tled by the U.S. 

Supreme Court. 

It’s up to the lawyers 
today to sway bankruptcy 
court judge Redfield Baum 
of the powers he does — or 
doesn’t — have. 

If he does in fact have the 
power to sell the team to an 
owner the NHL doesn’t 
want and move it to a city 
the NHL doesn’t want, it’s 
up to the same lawyers to 
persuade him he should — 


or shouldn’t — use them. 

The drama that began to 
unfold May 5, when the 
Coyotes filed for Chapter 
11 bankruptcy protection 
has taken a toll on its main 
combatants. NHL commis¬ 
sioner Gary Bettman has 
tried to portray himself as 
a man of reason, just trying 
to follow the rules. But he 
has been vilified 
through the pro¬ 
ceedings, portrayed 
as anti-Canadian, 
disingenuous and 
conspiring to keep 
Jim Balsillie out of the 
club. 

Balsillie wrapped him¬ 
self in the Canadian flag, 
launching an unprecedent¬ 
ed public relations cam¬ 
paign to drum up support 
for a seventh team in Cana¬ 
da. But many in the NHL 
believe he’s little more 
than a bully willing to 
break whatever rules he 
needs in order to get his

As business continues to 
move faster, more people 
and companies are invest¬ 
ing in professional devel¬ 
opment training to ensure 
critical skills keep pace 
with the speed of change. 

Professional develop¬ 
ment, sometimes consid¬ 
ered the sole domain of 
higher-ups and big-wigs in 
corner offices, is becom¬ 
ing increasingly relevant 
— and crucial — in a busi¬ 
ness environment where 
more young people are 
being promoted to super¬ 
visory positions than ever 
before and specialized 
skills take centre stage in 
the working world. Exam¬ 
ples of professional devel¬ 
opment include mentor¬ 


ship and apprenticeship 
programs, leadership 
training and learning or 
improving work-related 
skills that can take your 
skills to the next level or 
help you excel in a new, 
challenging position. 

Barbara Dickson, direc¬ 
tor of custom programs 
for executive develop¬ 
ment at Queen’s Universi¬ 
ty in Kingston, Ont., says 
people are realizing that 
increased success in the 
workplace is not only a re¬ 
sult of working harder, 
but working better as 
well. 

“There’s a direct corre¬ 


lation between personal 
improvement and results 
— there are functional 
things you can teach to 
boost skills,” she said. 

Dickson says more peo¬ 
ple are taking profession¬ 
al development studies 
proactively to make them¬ 
selves more marketable to 
potential employers in a 
measurable way and to 
show they excel in a wide 
range of skills, since mul¬ 
ti-tasking is key in today’s 
business climate. 

“Traditional hierarchies 
are no longer effective in 
achieving results — busi¬ 
nesses need collaboration 


to succeed,” Dickson said. 

Gord Vaxviclc, a contin¬ 
uing education consultant 
at the Saskatchewan Insti¬ 
tute of Applied Science 
and Technology (SIAST), 
says that professional de¬ 
velopment courses focus¬ 
ing on supervisory train¬ 
ing are in particularly 
high demand. 

Changing business and 
social climates have made 
proper management 
training even more cru¬ 
cial, he says, because to¬ 
day’s employees demand 
a more constructive style 
of management that is 
less about commanding 
people and more about 
motivating them to excel. 

“I think that employees’ 
expectations have 

changed as well — super¬ 
vision is no longer just 
about barking orders and 


being obeyed, it’s a mat¬ 
ter of using interpersonal 
skills to influence em¬ 
ployees to do what is best 
for the company,” he said. 

In trade and business 
fields, Vaxviclc is seeing a 
sharp increase in the level 
of responsibilities young 
people are being tasked 
with taking on, resulting 


in a need for management 
training. 

“Most people are promot¬ 
ed to a supervisory position 
because they have strong 
technical skills — it’s as¬ 
sumed they have strong in¬ 
terpersonal skills as well. 
That’s why coaching and 
mentoring is increasingly 
important,” Vaxviclc said. 



U of A researchers heading to prestigious institute in Beijing

Researchers from the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta in Ed¬ 
monton are heading to 
Beijing over the next year 
to study everything from 
Daoist philosophy to the 
burgeoning contemporary 
tea culture. 

The researchers are go¬ 
ing to the Chinese Acade¬ 
my of Social Sciences 
(CASS), a highly presti¬ 
gious national Chinese re¬ 
search institute focused 
on all areas of the social 
sciences and humanities. 


“There is nothing quite 
comparable to it in Cana¬ 
da, or the U.S. for that 
matter,” says Daniel Fried, 
assistant professor, de¬ 
partment of East Asian 
studies program in com¬ 
parative literature at the 
U of A. “It is rather like a 
university with no under¬ 
graduate students, and 
hence scholars there 
spend most of their time 
on research, and a little 
bit on graduate-level 
teaching.” 

Fried will be heading to 
Beijing once classes end 
in December and will be 
at CASS for a month re¬ 


searching how Zhuangzi’s 
theories of language influ¬ 
enced the later his¬ 
tory of literary criti¬ 
cism in China. 

“One of the 
things that I like 
about Zhuangzi is 
that his theories of 
language are tied in 
with a sort of ethi¬ 
cal or behavioural 
system, and the system is 
an important part of how 
and why he was influen¬ 
tial to later writers in tra¬ 
ditional China,” Fried 
says. “I’m hoping that by 
investigating that connec¬ 
tion between language 


and behaviour in tradi¬ 
tional China, I might be 
able to relate past 
experiences to the 
contemporary 
problems, which 
have arisen out of 
humanities schol¬ 
ars’ parallel as¬ 
sumptions about 
language, and sug¬ 
gest some ways 
forward for future re¬ 
search.” 

Yingfeng Xu is an asso¬ 
ciate professor in the de¬ 
partment of economics at 
the U of A. Xu arrived in 
Beijing on May 25 and is 
researching at the Insti¬ 


tute of World Economics 
and Politics, which is one 
of the institutes 
housed in CASS. 

Xu says the cur¬ 
rent global finan¬ 
cial crisis has ex¬ 
posed some funda¬ 
mental flaws in the 
international order. 

He says China is 
now in a strong po¬ 
sition to push for the re¬ 
form of the international 
financial system in the di¬ 
rection more appropriate 
to accommodate the in¬ 
terests of developing 
economies. 

“In theoretical analysis 


and policy assessment, 
there is little published 
literature for shap¬ 
ing a clearly articu¬ 
lated viewpoint on 
this topic,” Xu 
says. “My project is 
an attempt to fill 
such a vacuum.” 

Both professors 
plan on publishing 
their research 
once they get back. 

“The U of A is a leading 
university in Canada,” Xu 
says. “On such a topic of 
worldwide significance, it 
is appropriate for us to 
pitch in and make a con¬ 
tribution.”

Never mind all you can eat. 
Att the Northern Alberta 
Institute of Technology’s 
Culinary and Pastry 
Summer Boot Camps, their 
motto is all you can learn 
— about eating. 

NAIT’s summer boot- 
camps have been running 
for the past four years. 
There are three different 
courses: Culinary, Pastry 
and Culinary II, and they 
attract everyone from 
restaurant owners and 
caterers to hobby cooks. 

Each camp is an inten¬ 
sive, but fun, 12 hours a 
day for five days. They run 
for 60 hours, starting with 
the culinary bootcamp. 

“In the culinary camp, 
we’re trying to teach stu¬ 


dents all the basics in five 
days. As many basics as we 
can,” says Abraham 
Wornovitzky, portfolio 
manager for the school of 
professional and continu¬ 
ing education. “Anything 
to do with cooking meats 
and vegetables, it’s basical¬ 
ly showing them the prop¬ 
er techniques of cooking in 
the kitchen.” 

The second bootcamp is 
a pastry camp. It’s the same 
concept as the culinary 
camp but it’s focused on 
desserts, cakes and cake 
decorating, sauces, choco¬ 
late work, and even breads. 

And for those who want 
to take cooking to the next 
level, there’s Culinary II. 

“In level two, we take 
the students more into at 
home entertaining,” says 
Wornovitzky. “So now that 
you have the basics, how 


do you come up with ideas 
for menu planning if 
you’re throwing a party? 
Or how do you set up a buf¬ 
fet or come by certain 
flavours? It’s taking those 
initial cooking techniques 


that they learn the first 
time around and taking 
them to the next level.” 

George Hammond and 
his wife, Ann, have taken 
all three courses. George 
says the camps have given 


him a better appreciation 
for what goes on in a pro¬ 
fessional kitchen, as well 
as a newfound willingness 
to get creative. 

“You see these beautiful 
meals in restaurants and 


you think to yourself, ‘I 
could never do that’. Well 
guess what, you can,” says 
Hammond. “All you need is 
a little guidance, some 
ideas and a push.” 

And that push is exactly 
what these bootcamps 
have to offer, Hammond 
says. 

“It’s pretty high intensi¬ 
ty. It gives you a really 
good appreciation for what 
the life of a professional 
chef is,” he says. “When 
you see these shows like 
Hell’s Kitchen, you have a 
better appreciation for 
what goes on.”

Corporate trainers can ease stress, improve job performance

As the recession chews on 
the job market, stress lev¬ 
els rise at a time when 
success is harder and 
more important than ever. 
Many businesses are turn¬ 
ing to corporate trainers 
to ease the pressure and 
increase performance. 

Bernadette Smith, vice- 
president of learning solu¬ 
tions for the Canadian 
Management Centre, pro¬ 
vides management and 
leadership-development 
training at all levels. CMC 
works from Halifax to 
Vancouver to the Yukon, 
and has offices around the 
globe. 

“If you’re talking about 
a new manager, one of the 
important things is help¬ 
ing them transition from 
an individual contributor 
role to managing people, 


potentially their peers,” 
she explains. “We create 
self-awareness so they 
know what their styles are 
and how they impact peo¬ 
ple around them. In so do¬ 
ing, we allow them to de¬ 
velop appropriate commu¬ 
nication skills so they can 
deliver their messages 
with impact.” 

Much of the training is 
designed to improve staff 
performance, via setting 
expectations, creating 


constructive dialogues 
and coaching message-de- 
livery to maximize results. 
High-performing individu¬ 
als build up to high-per¬ 
forming businesses, Smith 
says. 

“The difference is re¬ 
sults. Ultimately, by equip¬ 
ping employees with skills 
and knowledge, it helps 
them to perform their 
jobs better ... and delivers 
the results required by the 
organization.” 


Corporate trainers can 
tailor sessions to a particu¬ 
lar company, using the 
firm’s procedures and 
case studies. “They are giv¬ 
en the opportunity to 
build those skills right in 
the classroom and apply 
them directly to their job 
once they leave the train¬ 
ing. Rather than having 
employees make their 
own connections of what 
they’re learning to their 
jobs, we make that 
process easier by creating 
their environment in the 
classroom.” 

For their facilitators, it’s 
a lateral career move. 
Most first achieve a repu¬ 
tation in their business 
field and are then recruit¬ 
ed to lead courses — it’s 
not something people set 
out with as a career ambi¬ 
tion. 

Alice Waife founded On¬ 
tario’s ARMI to focus on 
anger-management train¬ 


ing. “Organizations will 
send their employees over 
to us if they’re struggling 
with communication and 
aggression issues,” she 
says. 

The first step is identify¬ 
ing aggressive employees, 
including managers. HR 
people and management 
aren’t necessarily trained 


in psychology and may 
find themselves out of 
their depth in dealing 
with serious problems. 

“It takes away the igno¬ 
rance of not knowing how 
to skillfully deal with such 
conflicts. We find there is 
a huge benefit ... for the 
bottom line of the busi¬ 
ness.”

The No. 1 goal for 
NorQuest College’s 
employment programs is 
just that: Employment. 

“The main objective is to 
employ them (the stu¬ 
dents), to just get them a 
job,” says Hassan Ali, co-or¬ 
dinator of the pre-appren¬ 
ticeship, employment, and 
industry training program 

at NorQuest. 

Ali oversees three of the 
four courses offered 
through the college: Career 
Options for New Canadians 
(CONC), Job Opportunities 
for Building Success (JOBS), 
and the Transitional Voca¬ 
tional Program (TVP). 

All three programs are 
split into two parts: In the 
classroom and work place¬ 
ment. 

“For example, CONC is 
an eight-month program 
for people who have re¬ 
cently immigrated to 
Canada,” says Ali. “For the 
first three months, the stu¬ 
dents will be in the school 
learning the softer skills. 
What you need to be em¬ 


ployed, work ethics, Cana¬ 
dian culture. The next five 
months will be on an actu¬ 
al site.” 

JOBS is similar to CONC, 
except it’s for low-literacy 
students who are finding it 
difficult to gain or hold 
employment. It’s a 10- 
month program with the 


first three months in the 
classroom and seven 
months on the job. 

TVP is a 12-month pro¬ 
gram focused on people 
with developmental dis¬ 
abilities. It’s designed to 
help people with special 
needs find employment. 

TVP is even more hands- 


on than the other two pro¬ 
grams in that instructors 
follow up with the stu¬ 
dents constantly and even 
take them directly to the 
job site in some cases. 

The fourth course of¬ 
fered through NorQuest’s 
Employment Programs is 
Day Home Provider. Dar¬ 


rell Giraldeau is the lead 
instructor for this course. 

It’s a 10-month, full-time 
course for students who 
want to learn how to run a 
day home. 

“We teach child develop¬ 
ment and the business as¬ 
pect of running a day 
home,” says Giraldeau. 


“They taught us 
how to do 
everything and 
they helped us a 
lot" 

Elzabet Kifeleyesus 

“Our students are mainly 
ESL or low literacy stu¬ 
dents who are not yet at a 
high school level for the 
most part. That’s really our 
target group.” 

Elzabet Kifeleyesus is 
from Ethiopia. She took 
the Day Home Provider 
course last year and has 
since opened her own busi¬ 
ness, Elza Day Home. 

“It was a good fit for me 
because I have a little boy,” 
she says. “They taught us 
how to do everything and 
they helped us a lot.” 

Kifeleyesus graduated 
from the program in June 
and had her business up 
and running in July.

Despite his nickname, 

The Offspring's guitarist 
Kevin “Noodles” Wasser- 
man says he's no riff- 
shredding headbanger. 

Reached a couple days 
before the start of the 
band’s tour to support last 
year’s Rise and Fall, Rage 
and Grace, Wasserman 
said the band’s connec¬ 
tion to famed Metallica 
and Motley Criie producer 
(and Canadian) Bob Rock 
wasn’t because they al¬ 
ways hoped to work with 
the man who helped craft 
those epic guitar sounds. 

In fact, Wasserman’s in¬ 
troduction to the genre 


came by accident, via a 
cover song. 

“None of us were into 
metal early on. I always 
loved Paranoid by Black 
Sabbath — that was one of 
the few (metal songs) I got 
into,” he said. “But I al¬ 
ways thought that it was a 
Dickies song, at least until 
I played the record for 
some friends and they 
said it was Black Sab¬ 
bath.” 

Despite Wasserman’s 
denials, the guitar intros 
to Hammerhead or A Lot 
Like Me sound less like 
those Southern California 
punk legends than Roclc- 
produced Metallica. When 
pushed, he did say that 
the better he gets at gui¬ 
tar, the more he appreci-

ates the fretwork of play¬ 
ers like Van Halen, and 
AC/DC’s three-chord as¬ 
sault — an influence that 
can be heard in much of 
The Offspring catalogue, 
which has long merged 
punk energy and attitude 
with metal’s heavy riffs. 

“None of us are really 
metalheads, but we do ap¬ 
preciate bits and pieces of 
it,” said Wasserman. 
“Metallica is a great band 
... and the guitar playing 
on the Black Album is 


great, in terms of in your 
face shredding. (But) I like 
a good song first, and a 
good shred second — no 
excessive shredding.” 

Returning to the Diclc- 
ies-Metallica dichotomy, 
The Offspring do focus 
their lyrical content more 
on So-Cal punk. Despite 
pushing their fourth 
decade on earth, the band 
members continues writ¬ 
ing songs about — and 
aimed at — the youth au¬ 
dience. Asked what it is 
about the youngsters that 
so inspires the Offspring, 
Wasserman said it’s be¬ 
cause that’s who their 
peers are. 

“We’ve never had to get 
a real job, and for the last 
14 years we’ve been able 


to tour the country, drink 
beer and have fun,” he 
said.
